RCMP look for pellet-gun victims

Hundreds of union work¬ 
ers rallied on the 
manicured Alberta Hospi¬ 
tal grounds yesterday, in 
an attempt to keep the fa¬ 
cility’s doors open. 

“We are going to spear¬ 
head a campaign to keep Al¬ 
berta Hospital open,” said 
Doug Knight, Alberta Union 
of Provincial Employees 
president. “Clients come 
from all over Canada to this 
facility expressly for the 
care and treatment that 
they get here. It would be a 
crying shame if this facility 
was closed.” 

The 410-bed mental 
health facility opened its 
doors in 1923. Nearly 1,700 
patients are treated at the 
hospital each year. 

The government made 
the decision to close the 
psychiatric hospital in mid- 
August, claiming the mon¬ 
ey saved would go into com¬ 
munity resources, but 
Knight said there aren’t 
enough resources in the 
community now to house 
the hospital’s patients. 

“There is no community 
treatment out there. We 
know that. So where are 
they going to go?” Knight 
said. “I’m not saying we’re 
against the idea of commu¬ 
nity treatment but this facil¬ 
ity is still a required facili¬ 
ty.”

Dr. Krishna Balachandra 
has been an adult psychia¬ 
trist at Alberta Hospital 
since September. He said 
he’s concerned about the 
morale of hospital staff. 

“You can imagine what 
news like this is doing to 
the morale of the front line 
staff, it’s been quite hard on 
us,” he said. “We’ve been 
given vague guidelines that 
in the next one to three 
years there’s going to be 
drastic changes and a shift 
from in-patient focus to the 
community.

Canadian history as the on¬ 
ly prime (minister) to have 
made 27 senate appoint¬ 
ments in a single year and

Kidnapped girl turns 
up 18 years later

Dugard was healthy, El

Kennedy’s death [eaves questions 
in U.S. finance, health-care reform 


politics The death of U.S. 
Senator Edward Kennedy 
clouds the outlook for over¬ 
hauling U.S. financial regu¬ 
lation, with all eyes now on 
Senator Christopher Dodd. 

The next move of the 
Connecticut Democrat, a 
close friend of his late Mas¬ 
sachusetts colleague, will go 
a long way toward deter¬ 
mining the scope and scale 
of financial reform. The 
Obama administration and 
congressional Democrats, 
including Dodd, want to 


tighten regulation of banks 
and capital markets in re¬ 
sponse to the worst finan¬ 
cial crisis in decades. 

As chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, Dodd 
has a central role to play in 
financial reform, but some 
analysts and lobbyists ques¬ 
tion whether he will play it 
in the end. 

Now that Kennedy has 
died, Dodd could take over 
as chairman of the Senate 
health committee, which is 
handling the heated debate 


over health-care reform, a 
cause dear to his old friend. 

If Dodd assumes the 
health panel chairmanship, 
as some lobbyists and ana¬ 
lysts expect, he would leave 
behind a complicated suc¬ 
cession problem in the 
banking committee. 

Unravelling it would like¬ 
ly mean significant delays in 
considering the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s proposals to 
tighten financial oversight, 
say lobbyists, who asked not 
to be named. reuters 


CDC turns to 
social sites for flu 

HiNi U.S. health authorities

CIA A Canadian government 
survival manual was used by 
U.S. interrogators to set limits 
on dousing detainees with cold 
water, according to documents.

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Visa vigilance needed 

High levels of fraud and misrepresentation prevalent

-he federal govern¬ 
ment is quite 
rightly investigat¬ 
ing the case of 
Suaad Hagi Mo- 
hamud and why the visa 
section of our high com¬ 
mission in Nairobi initially 
agreed with the local au¬ 
thorities that she was not 
the rightful bearer of the 
passport she used when at¬ 
tempting to leave Kenya in 
May. 

For those who think this 
action may be sympto¬ 
matic of a general disposi¬ 
tion on the part of our 
high commission to be 
overly suspicious or indif¬ 
ferent towards our citizens 
who happen to come from 
the region, Canadians 
should be aware, however, 
of the veiy high levels of 
misrepresentation, includ¬ 
ing identity fraud, that 



this and other Canadian 
visa offices have to con¬ 
tend with on a daily basis. 

This problem is by no 
means confined to posts in 
Africa, nor is it a recent 
phenomenon. In the 
1950s, for example, 
it was discovered 
that a large propor¬ 
tion of immigrants 
who had recently ar¬ 
rived from Hong 
Kong had done so 
fraudulently. The 
problem was so mas¬ 
sive that Ottawa de- Suaad Hagi 
cided it was not Mohamud 
practical to try to 
send them all back and 
eventually regularized the 
status of the more than 
11,000 people. 

This problem, moreover, 
has not gone away. In the 
case of applications from 
China, our largest source 
of immigration, access to 
information requests in re¬ 
cent years have revealed, 
for example, that 57 per 
cent of student visa appli¬ 
cations from Fujian 


Province in China were 
submitted with fraudulent 
documents while a sam¬ 
pling of business immigra¬ 
tion applications from that 
country found that only 35 
per cent were bona fide. 

In the case of our 
second largest 
source country, In¬ 
dia, although the re¬ 
jection rate for ap¬ 
plications at our 
largest visa office, 
Delhi, is only 19 per 
cent, in Chandigarh 
in the Punjab, most 
had to be turned 
down due to a high 
incidence of fraudulent 
documents or other forms 
of misrepresentation. 

At some of our posts, 
such as those in the for¬ 
mer Soviet Union for ex¬ 
ample, fraudulent applica¬ 
tions have also frequently 
involved attempts by crim¬ 
inal elements to enter 
Canada. 

At our office in Nairobi, 
which is the main overseas 
centre for the processing 


of applications by people 
from Somalia seeking set¬ 
tlement as refugees 
abroad, fraud, and particu¬ 
larly identity fraud, is a 
major problem. This takes 
a number of forms, includ¬ 
ing claims that children 
being brought into Canada 
are one’s own offspring 
when, in fact, they are 
someone else’s. In such 
cases, DNA testing often 
becomes necessaiy — 
which is both expensive 
and time consuming. 

While Mohamud’s case 
should be carefully exam¬ 
ined to find out what went 
wrong and how it can be 
avoided in the future, 
Canadians should be un¬ 
der no illusions regarding 
the high levels of fraud 
that many of our visa of¬ 
fices have to deal with on a 
regular basis and the diffi¬ 
culty this poses in terms of 
making fair and timely de¬ 
cisions.

What a mess. 

Last Friday I had to go to 
Whyte Avenue and 103rd 
Street after work. Because 
of the Fringe Festival, I de¬ 
cided against going across 
the High Level Bride and 
up 104th Street.

In the shadowy world of 
computer viruses, the po¬ 
tential for Armageddon — 
or its digital equivalent — 
seemingly lurks around 
every corner. Such is the 
challenge faced by comput¬ 
er security experts every 
day. 

Many are easily stopped, 
but others appear to defy 
every effort at eradication. 
Those include a particularly 
savvy program called Con- 
ficker, which attacks com¬ 
puters running Microsoft 
Windows software and re¬ 
cruits them into a vast 


army of similarly compro¬ 
mised machines known as 
a botnet. 

The worm is conserva¬ 
tively estimated to have in¬ 
fected at least three million 
computers around the 
world, although most have 
no idea their machines 
have been co-opted. 

The concern is that the 
program’s creators will re¬ 


motely use the botnet’s col¬ 
lective computing powers 
for some sinister purpose. 

“Like many of these bot¬ 
nets, it’s a sleeping army,” 
said Graham Cluiey, a sen¬ 
ior technology consultant 
with antivirus firm Sophos 
Pic. “It just lies and waits 
there for instructions. But 
so far there are no instruc¬ 
tions.”

review Talcing Woodstock 
promises to be a comedy. It 
even has a comedian as its 
leading man. But it is not 
funny — not even laugh in 
your head funny. 

We’d prefer to pin most 
of the blame on the lead, 
non-actor Demetri Martin, 
who, no matter how much 
he self-deprecatingly 
claims he didn’t know 
what he was doing (and 
he’s not wrong there), 
makes the whole affair feel 
like a tepid high school 
play.

Demetri Martin may be a 
great comedian, but his 
acting career should be as 
short-lived as our amuse¬ 
ment with this film.

Want to know what made

Check out 
Open City. These shelves of¬ 
fer row upon row of living 
history; moving images that 
bring history to life. 

Perhaps no decade has 
been as documented on 
film as the 1960s. From 
failed attempts to present 
the counter culture(Skidoo 
and Valley of the Dolls) to 
more Zeitgeist grabbing en- 
tries(Woodstock and Zabr- 


iskie Point) and newer films 
that try to capture the spirit 
of the malce-love-not-war 
decade (this weekend’s Tak¬ 
ing Woodstock) the films of 
and about the ‘60s paint a 
portrait of a decade of 
change. 

Jack Nicholson claims to 
have watched Head, a psy¬ 
chedelic movie he helped 
write and produce, and 
starring The Monkees, 
“Like, 158 times.” Seen 
through modern eyes it’s 
hard to imagine multiple 
viewings of this strange 
movie, but there is a cer¬ 
tain crazy charm to it. 

More a stream-of- 
consciousness rant than an 
actual movie, Head is 
jammed full of musical 
numbers, film satires and 
references to ‘60s hot but¬ 
ton topics like Vietnam and 
eastern religions. 

As a movie it’s kind of a 
frustrating experience — 
Wikipedia says “even fans 
tend to disagree whether 
the film is a landmark of 
surreal, innovative film- 
making or simply a fasci¬ 
nating mess” — but it does 


capture the anarchic spirit 
of its time. 

Jack Nicholson con¬ 
tributed to many counter 
culture films, most notably 
Easy Rider, but his script for 


the The Trip is a little 
known gem of druggie 
propaganda. Directed by 
Roger Corman (who drop¬ 
ped acid along with stars 
Dennis Hopper and Peter 


Fonda to prepare for film¬ 
ing) it’s a snapshot of the 
frontier of the drug culture 
of the 1960s. 

Fonda stars as a bored tel¬ 
evision director who drops

acid and spends the balance 
of the movie hallucinating. 
An orange becomes “the 
sun in my hands, man!” be¬ 
fore the trip turns sour and 
he is threatened by a chair. 
It’s a madcap film featuring 
a strange sex scene with op¬ 
tical effects projected onto 
writhing bodies and loads 
of “groovy” dialogue. 

If you weren’t there, or 
were there and can’t re¬ 
member, these films offer 
a glimpse into the wild 
world of the 1960s.

A million ways to die in 3-D

The folks behind the Final 
Destination films spend a 
lot of time thinking about 
death, and they’re the first 
to admit that it can take its 
toll. 

“We’ve been very cre¬ 
ative in creating new 
ways to die, which is kind 
of sick,” says director 
David R. Ellis, who re¬ 
turns to the franchise af¬ 
ter sitting out the third in¬ 
stalment. 

“There are a lot of twist¬ 
ed people on this film. It 
was a battle to see who 
could be more 
twisted.” 

If he sounds 
conflicted 
about his 
work, there’s 
a reason. 

Even with 
Snakes on a 
Plane on his re¬ 
sume, as a director El¬ 
lis wasn’t immediately 
drawn to the scary movie 
genre. 

“I wasn’t a big horror 
film fan when I was asked 
to do Final Destination 2. 
And I’m not sure that I’m 
proud of myself that I’ve 
gotten so into it,” he says. 

One thing he is proud 
of is the fact that the

fourth film has 
something the oth¬ 
ers didn’t. In the latest 
chapter — the “the” in 
the title is supposed to 
suggest this will be the 
last, according to produc¬ 
ers — viewers get a new 
element: Gooey, gory 
mayhem in full-on 3-D. 

“It’s going to be the fu¬ 
ture of a lot of films, but I 
don’t think it’s going to 
replace 2-D,” Ellis says. 


“I don’t think people are 
ready for that. But there 
will be more and more 
films that it makes sense 
to shoot in 3-D.” 

The director wasn’t 
alone in his hesitance 
about horror. “I don’t do 
well with blood,” admits 
Shantel Vansanten, who 
stars as one of the group of 
attractive young people 
spared from a horrific acci¬ 
dent because of a friend’s 


premonition — only to 
have death hunt them 
down one by one. 

“I don’t do well with 
gory films at all. I’d never 
watched any of them prior 
to booking the film.” 

What she got was a crash 
course. With three films in 
the series already done, au¬ 
diences are familiar 
enough with the formula 
that the filmmakers didn’t 
need to worry about too 
much besides creating 
more intricate and inter¬ 
esting death scenes. 

“We skipped all the ex¬ 
position and just got to 
what people wanted to 
see,” says Bobby Campo, 
the film’s lead. 

And that formula is 
something that The Final 
Destination does well, of¬ 
fering a unique experience 
of pure spectacle that nev¬ 
er takes itself too seriously. 
But, the cast admits it’s an 
awful lot to take in for the 
average viewer, especially 
in 3-D. 

Co-star Nick Zano says 
he’s worried about taking 
him mother to the pre¬ 
miere, and not just be¬ 
cause of all the blood. 

“My mom is hypersensi¬ 
tive. She cries over any¬ 
thing,” he says. 

“I’m just afraid she’ll 
start crying during my sex 
scene.” 


Avatar tickets on sale

Cameron’s Avatar won’t 
reach movie theatres for 
almost four months, but 
tickets for the much-hyped 
sci-fi action movie are al¬ 
ready on sale. 

Touted as a potential wa¬ 
tershed release — display¬ 
ing the creative possibilities 
of both 3-D cinema and mo¬ 
tion-capture production 
techniques — Avatar is 
scheduled for a global bow 
Dec. 18. Cameron’s Light- 
storm Entertainment is co¬ 
producing with distributor 
20th Century Fox, which 
has been stoking ex¬ 
hibitors’ appetite for the re¬ 
lease through screenings of 
extended clip reels from 
the film. 

Recently, the studio 
staged public screenings of 
a special 16-minute Avatar 
trailer at 100 Imax the¬ 
aters. Now, AMC has decid¬ 
ed to sell tickets to the 
movie’s opening-day mid¬ 
night performances. 

Online ticlceters MovieT- 
ickets.com and Fandango 
began ringing up sales for 
Avatar performances at 
more than 75 AMC loca¬ 
tions, most of them Imax 
3D venues. 

“Tickets being put on 
sale for a film four months 
in advance is unheard of,” 
MovieTiclcets executive 
vice president Joel Cohen 
said. “The fact that tickets 
have already been sold re-

ally speaks to the tremen¬ 
dous buzz the film has al¬ 
ready created and the pow¬ 
er of James Cameron at the 
box office.” 

Avatar is Cameron’s first 
dramatic feature since 
1997’s Titanic, which is 
still the highest-grossing 
film of all time. 

“Audiences are hungry 
for fresh fare with original 
storytelling,” Fandango 
spokesman Harry Medved 
said. “And with Avatar, you 
have no idea where the sto¬ 
ry is going to go.” 

Sales of the midnight 
tickets were said to be 
“healthy.” 

“AMC came up with the 
idea,” Fox senior vice presi¬ 
dent of distribution Chris 
Aronson said. 

“They said that if all 
these people are going to 
come to our theatre to see 
16 minutes of a film that 
doesn’t open until Decem¬ 
ber, let’s give them an op¬ 
portunity to buy tickets to 
the first performances of 
the show itself.”

Matisyahu sees the Light 

Brooklyn reggae artist creates the most diverse album of his career

When Matisyahu, an 
Orthodox Jew from Brook¬ 
lyn, became a reggae sen¬ 
sation seemingly 
overnight, you couldn’t 
help but wonder if this was 
just a strange gimmick. Af¬ 
ter all it’s not everyday you 
see a bearded, kippah- 
wearing father of two jam¬ 
ming out like he’s Bob Mar- 
ley. But, three years after 
releasing Youth, his hit 
sophomore record, 
Matthew Paul Miller is still 
as popular as ever. 

That fact that his new al¬ 
bum, Light, is high on many 
people’s must-have lists is 
all the more impressive 
considering he hasn’t re¬ 
leased a disc since 2006 and 
didn’t tour for chunks of 
2008 and 2009. 

“The next record I make 
I’ll try to not wait so long 
before I get started with it,” 
he says on the phone from 
his home in Brooklyn. “I 
didn’t want to work on the 
record while I was touring, 
but I was on the road for a 
while after the first record 
came out.” 

He eventually stopped 
travelling to work on the 
disc, then took time to find 
the right promotion team, 


and just before he was origi¬ 
nally scheduled to release 
the record — in 2008 — he 
decided to make some 
changes to his songs. 

“It was a learning curve, 
but I now have the sense of 
how to get these things 
done faster,” he says. 

The final product might 
surprise some of his die¬ 
hard fans — it’s a lot less 
reggae than his previous 


disc. We Will Walk sounds 
like a U2-meets-Sublime 
mash-up, Escape’s verses 
are straight-up hip-hop, and 
Motivate has a Linkin Parlc- 
esque rock chorus. There 
are still plenty of the reg- 
gae-lite sounds that made 
him famous, but this is easi¬ 
ly Matisyahu’s most diverse 
effort of his career. 

There’s also a bit of a shift 
lyrically. The singer doesn’t 


talk as explicitly about 
Torah or God as he did on 
the last disc. But that does¬ 
n’t mean the songs weren’t 
inspired by his religion. 

“I’ll take an idea from a 
story or prayer, or a concept 
from the Hasidic philoso¬ 
phy and find something 
that really gets me going,” 
he explains. “I’ll think 
about that idea and how it 
resonates in me and try to 


write from an intuitive 
place.” 

For Matisyahu, just the 
act of playing and connect¬ 
ing with an audience is spir¬ 
itual too. 

“That’s where the real 
love is happening,” he says. 
“It gives me a certain 
strength to continue. I feel 
involved in something 
that’s bigger than I am and I 
can’t stand in the way of it.”

Director Raimi signs

tv Filmmaker Sam Raimi, 
writer-director of Spider- 
Man and Evil Dead movies, 
is moving deeper into 
prime-time television. 

Raimi and Joshua 
Donen’s Stars Road Enter¬ 
tainment has inked a two- 
year deal with Sony Pictures 
TV and has hired CBS sen¬ 
ior vice president of drama 
Robert Zotnowslci to spear¬ 
head the company’s TV 
efforts. 

Zotnowslci has been run¬ 
ning the CBS drama depart¬ 
ment with Christina Davis 
since the ascent of Nina 
Tassler to entertainment 
president in 2004. Davis is 
expected to run the depart¬ 
ment solo after Zotnowslci 
exits Friday. 

Zotnowslci said the goal 
for Stars Road is to expand 
its presence on broadcast 
TV and cable, with a pri¬ 
mary focus on drama. Stars 
Road will develop material 
of all genres except horror, 


which will continue to be 
handled by Raimi’s Ghost 
House Pictures. 

As a TV producer with 
partner Robert Tapert, 
Raimi has made his mark in 
the action-adventure genre 
for first-run syndication 
with such hits as Xena: 
Princess Warrior and Her¬ 
cules: The Legendaiy Jour¬ 
neys and most recently Leg¬ 
end of the Seeker, on which 
Donen also serves as an 
executive producer. 

Raimi’s prime-time 
efforts have been primarily 
in the horror genre (CBS’

Paradise Falls is going gay

“But that is one true 
statement. The show is 
kind of like Twin Peaks 
meets Desperate House¬ 
wives meets Queer as Folk. 
It’s one quirky show.” 

Quirky is a good word to 
describe Paradise Falls. 
Long before the conniving 
cougars arrived on Wiste¬ 
ria Lane, Paradise Falls was 
offering up a heavy dose of 
cottage-country bad behav¬ 
ior — all done with a sly 
wink. 

“I think what sets it 
apart from the usual soap 
is that it doesn’t take itself 
seriously,” says Antonio, 


who joined the show in its 
second season. 

“It has humour but it al¬ 
so deals with serious is¬ 
sues. But yeah, we are tak¬ 
ing the piss out of a lot of 
stuff.” 

Not surprisingly, Para¬ 


dise Falls hasn’t had a typi¬ 
cal broadcast life on TV ei¬ 
ther. Though this is its 
third season, the show first 
aired in 2000. This season 
was in fact filmed in 2007, 
and has already aired in 
the U.S. on the specialty 


network Here-TV. 

Co-creator/writer Paula 
Smith says the sporadic 
broadcast history has 
proven a creative plus for 
the show. 

“It’s allowed us the time 
in between to regroup and 



reinvent the show,” she 
says. “I think a lot of jour¬ 
nalists who didn’t like the 
show in the beginning 
might be surprised we’re 
still around 104 episodes 
later.”

Ex-Beatle McCartney recalls 1960s death rumours 


Beatles Former Beatle Paul 
McCartney has described 
rumors that he had died, 
which surfaced nearly 40 
years ago, as “ridiculous” 
and an “occupational haz¬ 
ard” for a member of one 
of the world’s biggest 
bands. 

The conspiracy theory 
began in October, 1969,

McCartney after he died in 
1966. 

He argued that because 
the man “posing” as Mc¬ 
Cartney on the cover of the 
Beatles’ 1969 album Abbey 


Road had bare feet 
meant it represented a 
corpse, and that the 
number plate on a car in 
the photograph was 
LMW 28IF — denoting Mc¬ 
Cartney’s age, if he had 
lived. 

“It was funny, really,” 
McCartney, 67, told MOJO 
music magazine in an in¬ 
terview. 

“But ridiculous. It’s an 
occupational hazard: peo¬ 
ple make up a story and 
then you find yourself hav¬ 
ing to deal with this ficti¬ 


tious stuff. 

“I think the worst thing 
that happened was that I 
could see people sort of 
looking at me more close¬ 
ly: ‘Were his ears always 
like that?”’ 

He said that he had 
bare feet in the famous 
record sleeve image be¬ 
cause he had kicked off his 
sandals, and that the car 
parked in the background 
was “random.”

Surf ’n’ Turf 
Tenderloin 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) finely 
chopped onion 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil, di¬ 
vided 

2 tbsp (25 ml) butter, 
divided 

1/4 cup (50 ml) beef broth 
16 uncooked medium 
shrimp, peeled and 
deveined 

1 tbsp (15 ml) minced 
fresh parsley 
4 beef tenderloin steaks 

METHOD: 

1. In small skillet, saute 
onion and garlic in 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) oil and 1 tbsp (15 
ml) butter until tender. 
Add broth; cook and stir 1 
minute. Add shrimp; cook 
and stir until shrimp turn 
pink, 3-5 minutes. Add 
parsley. 


2. Meanwhile, make hori¬ 
zontal cut three-fourths of 
way through each steak. 
Place three shrimp in each 
pocket. Cover remaining 
shrimp and sauce for gar¬ 
nish; set aside and keep 
warm. 

3. In large skillet, heat re¬ 
maining oil and butter 
over medium-high heat. 
Add steaks; cook until 
meat reaches desired 
doneness (10-13 minutes 
for medium), turning 
once. Top with remaining 
shrimp and sauce.
